If the large clnes of Americans, imported and
native, who have been edocuted to express
their hatred of equal rights and their prejudice
against race by mouthiug with hot rage, or
airy contempt, toe word “Nigaor!" could be
compelled to vigit in detachments the Ph¥adel.
phis Institute for Colored Youth, on Shippen
strebt, they would speedily get oured of the false
Idens upon which slavery ju the United S¥ates
sought a logical and lawful foundation, and
which now inepire the opponents of impartial
sufftage to resist the extension of the ballot to
the black man. We vidited this school lust
week, and for two days witnessed Its annual
commencement exercises, We saw there abun-
duuoe evidence:—

I. That under the managoment and instroc
tion of colored teschers, male and female, there
is in Phuladelphin o schiool for the education ol
girls and boys in the Latin and Groek Olassics,
the Mathematics, History, Geography, and
Composition, wiich is fuily equal to the best of
the endowed acudemies of Mussachusetts and
New Humpshire. This Is saying & great deal,
but wo will siand by it,

I1. We saw that under the development of
thls culture, favored by the strong social posi-
tion which tae colo lpu ulation in Philadel-
phin have attained o thal freest of our great
eitien, there were 181 boys and girls of Afrlcan
desceut pe intelligent, as self-respectful, as well
mannered, as well dressed, knd as promising as
he same number of school ebildren in any of
e best schools of New Eogland, To be more
speciio—we saw 8 large school of colored
puplls, who, in no respect, save color and fea-
tures, differed at atl from the best educated and
wost carcéfully traloed white boys end girls of
e eame age in the best academies of the
L orthern Siates. In all respects they were fully
their vquals,

ITl. We saw colored children of both sexes,
berween the ages of twelve and nineteen,
rigidly examined in Xenophon's “Anabas|s” and
the Greek Testament, In Viegil's “Bneid,”
Cicero™s orations and Horace's songs, in plane
and spherical trigononetry, Legendre's geome-
try, algebra, mental arithmetic, English anulysis,
history and geography, and saw that they under-
stood and knew what they recited; that they
were radically and thoronghly fustructed: that
their answers 10 questions were not exercises of
memorys that they had not been drilled pavrot-
like for & public show; and that they had sue-
cessfully received from colored mstructors the
educations which our best schools give white
children prepuratory to entering college,

1V, We heard compositions rend and deelama-
tiona delivered upon such themes ns ¥i'pe
Essentinl Feature of a Repablic,” “Muame ns an
Element of Worship,” *“*“The Edueation ot
Women,” “The Age of Pericles,” ““The Ameri-
can Copgeress,” *'1 he Province of Poetry,” “In-
dividual Effort,” “The New Rome,” **The Two
Ciwesars,” These performances—original, marked
with thought, of a high grade of excellence in
the use of language aud structure of sentences
and tull of generous teeling and moralll;-—-hml
they been listened to by the most prejudiced
upholders of casie, wonld surely have shamed
them out of all turther talk about the inferio 1ty
of the African race, and brougn: them to a
candid confession that there is nothing in the
organization of the colored Amerncan which
should withhold from bim complete political
enfranchisement—nothing in bis eharscter or
capacitiea which can longer upoold the mean
and cowardly lie that the Governmenl of the
United States wus intended to be a “‘white
man's government,”

Richard Humphreys, 8 memhber of the Society
of Friends i ¢hiladelpbin, prepating for his
death 1n the year 1842, devised $10.000 in trust
*"to lustrnet descendunts of the African race in
school learning, in tho various branches of the
mechauie arts and rrade, and in agriculture, in
order to prepure and quatify them to act as
teachers in those branches of useful business.”
That little sum of money was the sced from
which has grown up the Shippen Strees Colored
High School. [t would well repay a visit by any
generous and public-spinted man in this city.
The example of beneficence and patriotism set
by the Quaker Humphreys, if followed m New
York by some cltizen Intrusted with zren
wealth, would produce results of the hichest
socinl and polineal value,

destitution is imminent thronghout & Iarge part
of the South. The Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama,
Migsissippi, and Lonisiana are represented as
the scenes of wide-spread suffering, arising
trom the fallure of crops u‘bOI.I. which the people
of the intenior countles relied for thelr yent's
subsistence. Sonie of the crops have altogether
failed; others ure so short as to be inndequate
to the wants of the winter months; and as no
large reserve exists inany part of the Bouth, the
prospect $ to immense numbers appalling, Nor

to the necessities of their destitute nelelbors.
The yield of cotton falls so far below expesta:
tion that the planters are unable to meet thelr
own indebtedneas, Even now wo hear ot aoplioa-
tons to the Btate and military authomties for
nesiztunce 1o avert impending famine; and the
rigors of the spproaching season portend
miscrs and disease unless 1he official uction be
both prompt and effective,

Unfortunately the Southern State Govern.
ments have not Yery extensive resources at
their command, Tuelr treasurics are empty,
their taxes vncollected and unoollectable, and
thelr facilities for rmising moncy by loan far
below par,  The Freedmen's Bureéau may have
more available means, bot there are reasons for
restricting rather than extending 1ta eleemo.
synary operations, if other means of reliel can
be made available,

Such being the condition of thonsands und
tens of thousands at the South, and such the
inndequacy of Southern, powers of relief, a
duty devolves upon the North that shoald
neither be underestimated nor deferred, It s
uot o case for Cangress or the President, nor
lor the Governors or Legislatures of States
within the Unfon. It 1s a case in whicl the
benevolence of the North should spontancously
come forward, to assure the starving multitudes
of its readiness to co-operate with trost wort hy
local organizations that may be tormed for therr
relief, The Nortn s able of its bounty 1o tuke
cure that sulfering, however extended, shall not
culminate in fanime: and its hiberality when
appenled to from other quarters, sbould be a
guurantee of what it wall undertske to do when
the Southern authorities shall set forth the data
of an appeal. aud the mapner in which they
propose to apply the assistatice that may be
rendered them.

The ples of ignorance will not be
avalluble, The 1uct that destitution extensively
prevails has been promulgated through too
many channels to admit of controversy; and tne
inability of the Bouth to cope with the suffering
which weekly spreads within its borders, is
equally susceptible of proot. We ouzht uot to
wait until tam ine netually begins its work.

Why Not Discharge Jefferson Davis !
From the Wortd, .

The shabby and scundulous treatment of this
prisouer of state proceeds from {he same mo-
tives us the unconsfitutional exclusion ol the
Southern States from Congress, The gross ille-
gality of detaining him in custody ninetecn
months without putling him on'trisl or cou-
fronting him with the witnesses expected to |
tesuly to his guilt, is au exhibition ol the same F
rancorous and unmanly spicit which dieiates |
the whole mode ol deniing with the South that
has prevailed since the meeting of Congress last
December.,

Chief Justive Chase and his sycephant, Judge
Underwood, shnuk from trying Mr. Davis lest
his sequittal should expose them o the obloguy
of the radicuds who thirst for nis blood, wud jeat
Chiet Justice Chase's chances o the radiesl
nomination should be dimimshed. The Presi-
dent has hesitated to release him on parole or
batl, becuuse the radicals wounld rase a great
outery, and add to the otherwise formigable
obetacles 1o the success ol s restoration poliey. |
Congress, altbough the subject Las been before
heir most important committee, wouall not
it n toeer to promole justice, because they |
were willing to embarrass the President, aad
withed to spite the South,

There is good reason 1o sapposce that there has |
been o studied collusion hetween the radicals in
Congress and the Chier Justiee to postpone and
prevent o trial, and put the odiom on the Presi-
dent. Chiel Jugtice Chase fonght off the trial
us long as he could, by sasing that he would not
colwpromse tne dignity of the judiclary hy
holding & court under the shudow of martial
law. When that excuse hecame obsolete he 1n-
veuted  others, He autbonzed Judge Un- j
derwood in Moy or June (we forget the month)
to promise Mr. Duvig’ counsel that the teial ,
sbould come on in Uctober; but 1t alterwarls
appesred tuat this wus like adjourning the case
to the Greek Kalends, or to the thirtieth day of
Februnry, WLen October arrived, and Mr.
Duyis! counsel appeared, according to appoint-
went, ln Richmond, behold there was no courts
the judges who hud appointed L baving dis-
covered all of o suddeén that they had no au-
thority to hold one at thut time! Most learned
Judges! Moot sapient expounders ot the law!
It they bad no authority to hold w court mt
Richmond in October, why did thes appoint
one, and muke tbat & reason for postponing the
trini ?

Meanwhiie, the Olfef Justice has discovered
another reason tor skulking trom his duty, It
Seems that Congress, at ifs |ast session, reor-
ganized the cireuits, but, by some unnccount-
able Llunder or oversighi, failed to assign
Judges. Therelore, Judge Chage suys he cunnot
try Mr, Davis until Congress has revised its
clumsy law and rectitied its Ulunders, This
brings us to the grounds of our suriise of col-
lusion betwoeen Congress and Mr, Chave. 1t i3
incredible that the Judiclary Commitiee should
have drawn u bill reorganizing the elrveuits
without snbmwitting it to the Ohef Justice tor
hig crilicism and suggestions. For nught we
know, he may huve prepared the draft of the
law imsell,  Considering the constant repug-
nince he has shown 1o 1ry Mr, Davis, it wouid
be quite inkeeping with bis wishes that the luw
should be in such a lorm as to furnish him with
i new excuse when all the others he could lnvent
bad falled, Be this as it may, be Los as per.
slstontly fought off the trial a8 if he were the
oriminal apd Mr, Davis the judee,

The action of Chiel Justice Chase and Judge
Underwood, discreditable as it 1s, is outdone by
that of Secretary Stanton snd Ju ige Advooate
Holt. If the one is scandalous, the other is

wiroclous. It was by the reprisentations of
Megerg, Stanton and Holt that President Joh -
